Hearing Music in New Y ork 


AT THE METROPOLITAN 


By Margaret Bartholomew ie | 


Antonio Scotti is said to have en- 
tertained an operatic star from Italy 
recently and on reaching the pre- 
cinctg of that dingy and hoary edifice, 
the scene of his artistic triumphs, 
exultingly exclaimed, “This, my 
friend, is the Metropolitan opera 
house !” 

“What,” rejoined the other, “the 
Metropolitan opera house!” Why it 
looks like a garage!” 

And staunchly loyal Scotti replied, 
“Ah, yes, but I love my garage.” 

And every newcomer must con- 
sciously experience the same wave of 
disappointment, when he views for the 
first time that most inadequate and 
unprepossessing structure, which has 
served the world’s greatest operatic 
organization as a temple of art. 

Happily a strong agitation in favor 
of a change of location and the eree- 
tion of 2 monument of appropriate ar- 
chitectural beauty is well under way, 
and one may anticipate the not too 
distant prospect of Metropolitan pro- 
duction in more artistic surround- 
ings. 

Securing. tickets to the opera under 
present conditions is a discouraging 
procedure, Desirable seats are all 
sold by subscription, with the excep- 
tion of a limited number in the or- 
chestra, which retail at $7 each, and 
the undesirable locations in the bal- 
conies, from which it is impossible to 
see the stage. Infamous speculators 
and gougers possess themselves of 
choice subscription series, which they 
parcel out to unfortunate victims at 
an advance of from $1.50 to. $5 in 
excess of the stipulated price. Fortt- 
nately there are frequent special per- 
formances Often for various charities, 
for which all seats are available. 

Many Revivals. 

The season of 1923-24 has marked 
the revival of a number of old time 
favorites, Among these are “‘Le Coq 
d‘Or” (the Golden Cork) by Rimsky- 
Korsakotf and “Fedora” by Giordana, 
composer of “Madame  Sans-Gene” 
and “Andrea Chenter.” 

“Le Coq d‘Or” being of short dura- 
tion is given on a double bill either 
with Pagliacci or Cavalleria Rusti- 
cana, Last Friday it appeared in con- 
junction with Pagliacci, the latter re- 
vealing an unfamiliar cast. Twa 
American tenors, Edward Johnson and 
Laurence Tibbett, of Los Angeles, 
took the parts of Canio and Silvio, re- 
spectively; that of Beppe was sung by 
Paltrinieri and Mme Bori, was charm- 
ing as Nedda. 

“Le Coq d‘Or” presents a type of 
opera altogether novel and bizarre. 
The story is carried out in pantomime 
by members of the corps de ballet, 
while the singers, somberly attired in 
a sort of academic cap and gown, are 
arranged as choirs on each side of 
the stage and form a musical back- 
ground for the action of the play. 

The part of the Princess was sung 
by Mme Galli-Curci and acted by Ro- 
sina Galli, premieuse of the -ballet; 
old King Dodon was vocally interprét- 


ed by Adamo Didur, figuratively by | 


Alexis Kosloff; Amelfa, principal lady- 
in-waiting, by Merle Alcock and Flor- 


ence Rudolph; the astrologer by Diaz | 
‘erat in splendid form 


and Bonfiglio; the genera] by d’Angelo 
and Bartik and Marcella Roeseler di- 
vulged the portentous messages of the 
golden cock. 
Delicious Satire. 

The story is a delicious satire on 
kings taken from Pushkin’'s fairytale, 
and served Rimsky-Korsakoff as an 


ideal vehicle for the type of musical 
setting in which he is particularly 
felicitous, 

Oriental in character, grotesque, 
humorous and bitingly sarcastic, ft 
depicts in tone all that the story-¢on- 
veys in plot and action. The pew 
sets and costumes designed by Willy 
Pogany, prominent among the young- 
er greup of stage designers, present 
a dazzling pageant of brilliart ecoler 
combinations, typically Russian in. ef- 
fect, aand the whole is a delightful 
fantasia, picturesque and exotic. 

Rosina Galli, the fairy  9rincess, 
Was a vision of enchanting grace and 
beauty as she cajoled the gluttonous 
and decrepit old monarch, tantalizing, 
taunting, mocking him by turns, mak- 
ing of him an utterly ludicrous figure, 
while he, in the vanity of his totter- 
ing dotage, forgets the humiliations of 
his kingly incompetence in the glow- 
ing distractions of his amours. 

It seemed curiously out of place 
to behold such stars as Galli-Curci, 
Didur, Alcock, Diaz and d‘Angelo 
relegated to the side lines: while the 
puppets of the ballet basked in the 
gorgeous setting and bowed to the en- 
thusiastic plaudits of the audieuce. 
And not infrequently did the stiffling 
of prodigious yawns testify to the 
blighting reaction of such unwonted 
inactivity. However, the florid pas- 
sages of the second act with their dif- 
ficult chromatie arabesques furnished 
Mme Galli-Curci a spectacular me- 
dium for the display of her vocal pow- 
ers. 

“Fedora” a lyrie drama in three 
acts, taken from the French play by 
Sardon, formerly a favorite role of 
Sarah Bernhardt’s repertoire, was re- 
vived this winter for the first time 
since 1907. 

It is a thrilling storv of love and 
intrigue: the first act taking place in 
Russia, the second in a luxurious salon 
of Paris and the third in a villa 
of Switzerland. 

Jeritza Incomparable, 

Mme. Maria Jeritza was incompar- 
able in the role of Priucess ledora, 
An exquisite blonde, her oatural 
beauty was enhanced by magnificent 
gowns and the role offered wide scope 
to her dramatic powers ‘The grace 
of her movements, her regal stride, an 
effective silhouetting amid  billorg 
portieres, the dramatic media of stage 
falls and tragic swooning, intensified 
her vivid characterization of the part. 

Very novel and effective was « scene 
of the second act, in which the 
princess and her lover engage in im- 
passioned dialogue in the fereground, 
while a Polish pianist entertains the 
company to the rear of the stage, 
his improvisations serving as accom. 
painment to the singing of the lovers, 
during which the orchestra is silent. 

From a musical standpoint the ore 
chestration of the opera is more iIn- 
teresting than the vocal seoc2, which 
is too much on the order of conversa- 
tional dialogue with only voceasional 
beautiful episodes and lramati¢ 
climaxes. 

Antonio Seotti as Rusalan diplo- 
mat, was the perfect, polishe:! ariste- 
voeally, and

Inquiries relative to the meaning 
of “advance story” as set forth in the 
offer of $50 for the best “advance 
story” written by a club woman re- 
garding a club activity and offered by 
the press and publicity department. ef 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs indicates that the contest is ac- 
complishing the object for which it 
was devised, namely, centering the at- 
tention of club women on the time ele- 
ment in newspaper writing. 

An “udvance story” is written and 
published before the event takes place 
and its prime object is to gain the at- 
tention of the reader sufficiently to 
insure the reader's presence when the 
event set forth does take place. More 
and better advance stories of club un- 
dertakings is the greatest need in club 
life from the standpoint of the press 
chairman, and Mrs.’ Lessie Stringfel- 
low Read, chairman of the press and 
publicity department of the General 
Kederation of Women’s Clubs; au- 
thorizes the offer of a prize for the 


best advance story of a club event in} 


order to illustrate the importance o? 
cultivating the use of this medium for 
club expansion, 

To write an advance story it is es- 
sential that the press- chairman be 
posted as to the plan of the meeting 
or entertainment and as well aware of 
the: program planned as the president 
or program chairman. In writing it 
two thoughts must be kept in mind, 
first, that it is written for the pur- 
pose of increasing attendance; second, 
that those who attend must not be 
drawn to do so by anticipating from 
the written statement a meeting more 
attractive than the reality. 

Reports have their value, but it is 
greatly less than the valve of a state- 
ment that a pleasure awaits the reader 
Within the week at a certain place and 
hour. A report is read and dismissed 
from, the mind because it deals with 
an event which is over and done with. 
An advance story is read with curi- 
osity as to whether the details set 
forth hold a reason for attending an 
event which will take place shortly 
and the facts set forth are entered on 


a mental ledger as awaiting further, 


attention. 

Sometimes the meeting 
special] pleasure, but does 
duty, and as the majority of club 
women have active consciences if that 
duty rises up before them from the 
printed page they will go forward 
and perform it.

I don’t know how much more 
Prince Youssoupoff would have told 
me about his conversations with the 
dead monk if we had been left alone. 
As it happened the Grand Duke An- 
drew and several other Russian guests 
of Madame Walska’s appeared upon 
the scene and monopolized his time 
to such an extent that I had no fur- 
ther opportunity tu discuss the results 
of his seances. However, from sev- 
eral of his fellow countrymen, 1 
learned that he had been haunted by 
the ghost of Rasputin for several 
months, as a result of his spiritualistic 
adventures, and that his health had 
been almost completely wrecked as 
an aftermath of it.

Now it is 
by no means 
an unheard-

has been the ama- 
teurish play of some 
unknown author—a 
play badly written, 
badly acted and bad- 
ly staged by some 
inexperienced pr o- 
ducer. And none of these conditions 
prevailed in the case of ‘‘The Road 
Together.” 

The author, George Middleton, is 
one of America’s most capable play- 
wrights. He has one successful play 
running on Broadway and has had 
others there before. 

Miss Rambeau, as everybody 
knows, is one of the reigning queens 
of the stage. Some critics think her 
the finest actress America has pro- 
duced in recent years. 


For a leading man she had A. E. 
Anson, a real artist with a long record 
of success in important roles. The 
rest of the cast just as well 
chosen,

The manager was no novice in the 
theatrical game, but the astute and 
experienced A. H. Woods. Probably 
mo other producer has been associa- 
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ted with fewer failures than 
Mr. Woods, and never be- 
fore has he backed with his 
money and judgment a play 
that went broke in one 
night. ' 

Mr. Woods had given the 
production of ‘‘The Road 
Together’? his personal at- 
tention. He had spared no 
expense in selecting the cast 
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or in providing the attractive cos- 
tumes and stage settings which such 
players and such a play would seem 
to deserve. 


VO the critics and tashionable first- 
K/ nighters who gathered at the 
Frazee theater had every reason to 
believe that this play’s title would be 
shining in Broadway’s electric signs 
for a long time. If the play itself 
was not a phenomenal success, they 
felt that Miss Rambeau’s geniué and 
popularity and her capable support 
could hardly fail to keep it running for 
at least two or three months. 

All this seemed doubly certain since 
it was known that the play had a six 
weeks’ try-out in a stock company in 
California, and that Miss Rambeau 
and the cast who were to open in New

York had appeared in it with apparent 
success for a week in Buffalo and 
three nights in Stamford, Conn. 

Then why did ‘“‘The Road To- 
gether’’ come to 1 sudden and

——a mystery which is puzzling New 
York’s Broadway more than anything 
else has for a good, long while. 

Betore the play had gone very far 
the audience realized that there was 
something radically wrong. If “The 
Road Together” was to enjoy a long 
run it could hardly be in the ex- 
traordinary form in which it was being 
presented. 

The trouble was not so much with 
the play itself. Although many 
thought it hardly up to Mr. Middle- 
ton’s previous efforts, still it had 
many merits. 

Nor was there any criticism of the 
work of Mr. Anson and the rest of 
the supporting cast. fill- 
ing their roles very capably, indeed.

Guglielmo Marconi, a shy but de- 
termined voung Italian, 19 vears 
Old, read in an electrical journal an 


article on “Hertzian Waves’ that 
suggested to him the possibility of 
Sending messages trom one place 


to another without the use of wires. 


lhe article told that a strange sub- 
Stance, ether. a colorless. odorless

be pounded, or brayed. Gradually 
the word changed to bread, mean- 
ing that which is pounded. 

Bread. has been made from roots, 


fruits and the bark of trees, but 
usually from the grains, wheat,. rve 
and corn. Before men learned to 
use ovens, bread was baked in hot 
ashes. 


Whole-wheat flour is made of the 
entire wheat grain except the bran 
covering. Graham flour is made 
trom the unbolted wheat, or that 
Which has not been passed through 
the silk bolting cloth which acts as 
4a Sieve and takes out all but the fin- 


est flour. The bran left in the 
graham flour is healthtful, though 
it is Not nutritious, It is an inter- 


esting item that bran is composed 
of pure silica the same material that 
vylass is made of. 

lt is the gluten in flour that is so 
nutritious and is the flesh forming 
substance. Gluten is a = splendid 
muscle builder and should be eaten 
by those desiring wholesome food. 
It the heart of the grain is removed 
as well as the outer covering of the 
wheat, the flour resulting is of pure 
gluten, and therefore entirely nutri- 
tious, though not as easily digested 
as that used in whole-wheat or 
graham breads. 

Nearly every people in the world 
use some form of bread for the 
staple of their diet. Hf they have no 
flour or meal to use, they prepare 
ome other starchy substance, by 
baking, to the same purpose.
